YARDS AND SEWERS CLEARED.

Tenement House on Mullanphy
Street Is Found to Be in Bad
Condition and Very
Much Crowded.

A special committes of the Clvic Im-
provement League. conslsting of George B.
leighton, president; Miss Luura V. Long,
special sanitary (nspector; J. Hal Lynch
and Earie Layman, secretary, made & thor-
ough inspection of the Third Ward yester-
day.

The commlities visited many dwellings, In-

cluding tenement houses, the object being to
ascertain the amount of work accomplished
Ence the employment of a speclal inspector
about o month ago.

The result of the tour was eminently sat-
lsfuctory. It was found that the entire
ward presantéd a much cleaner aspect, and
ash piles had been removed that had not
been touched for months. Bewer-plpes were
being cleaned in several places and the rear
yards were much more cleanly.

More than sixty-five families have already
‘Lolnﬂ:! in the movement for improving thelr

omes and surroundings for the coming
summer by planting seeds and growing
plants to beautify their places.

Cme tenement house, located at the corner
of Mullanphy and Second streets, in which
nine famiiles were living, was In a very
rundown condition. In two rooms a large
family gf children were found with the
mother sick and two of the children fll.

In the court at the rear of the tencment
houses at No, North Broadway, where
Miss Long has her headquarters in the So-
cial Bettlement Assoclation, great improve-
ment was noticed. The ash bin had been
turned down, the ashes hauled away and
carpenters were bosy erecting new ralls
around porches overlooking the court.

It Is to Induce the tenements to degire
these Improvements that the [eague |8 car-
rying on this sort of work, Pres/dent
Lelghton, In speaking of the work, sald:

“1I'hs most sncouraging features is the
fact that the people of the district here
are co-operating with us in such a friendly
epirit.

“There are at the present time women nt-
tending meetings in the Third Ward from
other wards, which shows that the interest
and desire to Improve Is spreading.

“The League desires to ultimately be in-
Eirumentnl in organizing every ward in the
city, and there is no gquestlon that the
funds will be avallable of the publlc could
se¢ the good resuits that have obtained
since atarting the work in the Third Ward.”
